torpedo boats in the fleet, but it lacked 
nothing of dignity because of the nec- 
essary omission.

The water front on both sides of the: 


Hudson was black with people, special, 
grand stands being erected on many ot 
the piers, and exorbitant prices were 
charged for seats. 


It-was about 11 o'clock when Colonel 


Roosevelt and* the reception committee 
disembarked at the Battery, where 
Mayor Gaynor awaited them. 
Every 


available foot of ground not guarded 
with physical force by Ihe police was 
occupied, and 11 was with difficulty 
that Broadway was kept clear for. the j 
land parade. 


The debarkation was the signal for 


the start of a hoarse roar from the 
crowd, which was but temporarily 
checked by the presidential salute oi 
twenty-one guns from the North Caro- 
lina. The arrangements at the Battery 
were so perfect that Colonel Roosevelt 
was landed without inconvenience and 
made.his wa;y on a raised, walk from 
the pier to the plalfqrm. facing Battery 
nark I" nnmnaratlve comfort. 
Tha 
Windows.and-roofs ot surrounding sky- 
tcrapers reflected the masses of people 
on the Hudson's shores,', and no point 
ot vantage was too dangerous.to.lack 
an occupant. 


According to the Committee's pro- 


gram,, the'ceremonies of welcome were 
brief: Th» advance of Mr."Roosevelt 
to, the front of the platform was the 
signal for i marvelous -demonstration, 
during which time he renewed hig. ac- 
quaintance with Mayor. Gaynor.-••' and 
others,and then waited for the tumult 
to'subside. The noise would-die away, 
and then the colonel, catching sight, of 
some child in the crowd who was wav- 
ing a handkerchief, would smile broad- 
ly and wave his hand, and the nolso 
began again; 
. Finally, In despair, the ceremonies 
began, Mayor Gaynor simply, telling 
Mr. Roosevelt of the joy he felt as a 
New-Yorker of welcoming home a na- 
tive of the city who, in addition to 
reaping the highest 'honors his .own 
country could bestow, had likewise B*- 
clted: rulers of Europe and downeditlie 
savage animals in Africa in their lairs.. 


The mayor's remarks were Inadulbie 


to those within the charmed rpped-olr- 
cle.in front of the. stand and to tile 
commltteemen and.others on the re- 
served section of the stand. The peo- 
ple, seemed! contentwlth looking at tfife 
ex-president and occasionally cheering 
without othir incentive;; 


Hence the same conditions prevailed 


when Colonel Roosevelt made his briej 
reply;' He'thanked the committee akd 
'through' It ;New York: and theistates 
generally which had tendered him the 
welcome, Which. he felt more, deeniy 
than any honor,yet tendered him, 


If the naval parade was a success.ike 


parade,up Broadway, and Fifth, ayen'ue 
was trebly BO. It was here that the 
thousands' iipon thousands who lined 
the streets; cpuld see the man-who'had 
caused-thls-'uproar and'greet him, and 
the canyon of' Broadway resounded 
with ch'eers. Here, as at the Battery; 
the office buildings were jammed with 
sightseers. Even the wonderful'height 
of the Singer tower was no obstacle to 
privileged ones who gazed at a spec- 
tacle that must have resembled an 
ant's procession in their eyes.

Many Celebrities In Line 


Following an escort of mounted po- 


llceVan'd the band of; the historic Sev- 
enth' regiment of the New York na- 
tional guard came a. corps of rough 
riders, mounted and In costume, tho 
guard, of honor, 
iienina cntJiu naa 


Colonel Roosevelt in an open barouche. 
The reception committee in a long line 
of carriages followed, embracing na- 
tional celebrities such as Secretary'of 
the Navy Meyer, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson, Captain •Archibald W. 
Butt, the president's military aide; 
Governor Fort of New Jersey, ex-Gov- 
ernor B.-B. Odell, Jr., of New York 
and many, others.. 


The band of Squadron A, the crack, 


cavalry troop of Manhattan, led the 
Spanish war veterans, of whom several 
thousand were in line In the khaki of 
the Cuban and Philippine campaigns. 
Bringing up the rear were Captain 
Jack Abernathy, federal marshal'of 
Oklahoma, and his sons, Louis and' 
Tempe, aged 10 and 6 respectively. 
The youngsters, who had ridden from 
Oklahoma alone to greet their idol, the 
colonel, received a hearty welcome. 


25,000 Club Members Cheer 


.That was all the procession, but the 
east side of Fifth avenue from Wash- 
ington square to Fifty-ninth street wfs 
lined with military and political or.-i 
saiiizatidns to the number of 25,000;, 
while the curb on the opposite side 
was devoted to the public. 


From the Narrows to Central park 


it was the same, a continuous ovation, 
but Colonel Roosevelt seemed never 
too tired to bow and smile, and that 
satisfied the people. 


At the conclusion of the parade Mr. 


Roosevelt and several

Jnttruotloni For Growing of V»stt«bl» 


For U it During Oraen State. 


Tlicw cultural Instructions portalu to 


'be growing of beam lor use during 
Uio green stale or for snap shorts, us 
tt Is generally known, says the Iowa 
Homestead. 


It Is an old saying that land which 


will not grow aiiy other crop may be 
planted to beans. However, this Is a 
great mistake, for In order to grow; a 
good crop of: beans the soil must be 
fairly rich or you will have n poor 
crop. 
Beans 'will come Into bearing 


earlier on light, sandy soil, but larger 
crops and pods of better quality can 
be grown on heavier soils, ouly they 
will bo a little later In coming Into 
bearing. Tills point should be given 
consideration Nvheu planting for mar- 
ket, as the early crops always bring 
the best prices. 


Beans are very, tender and should 


not be planted until the ground Is 
quite warm or the seed may decay In 
tie ground. Planting should be done 
about the time corn Is planted or a lit- 
tle later for main crop. 


Plant In rows eighteen Inches apart, 


having the seed In drills every four 
Inches or In hills about one foot apart 
In the rows. Cover the seed about two 
Inches deep. The writer prefers plant/- 
Ing In hills, as they are easier to boo 
and keep clean from weeds. As soon 
as tile plants are up commence to stir 
the soil, and give frequent but shal- 
low cultivations until the blossoms ap- 
pear. After that all cultivation should 
cease, as the blossoms are very easily 
knocked off, and of. course this would 
greatly diminish the crop of pods. 


Do not work among your beans ] 


when they are wet from rain or dew 
if the soil is so dry that dust rises, as 
that would cause the leaves to rust, 
which often ruins the crop. 
For n 


constant, supply of fresh, tender pods ! 
tnuke successions! plantings until tho j 
middle of July. 
I 


; Keeping all pods picked while young j 
and tender will greatly prolong Ihe 
bearing season. Great Improvements 
have been mode in beans during re- 
cent years, aud varieties have been 
produced which are absolutely free i 
from strings and tough fiber. Al-I 
though seed of these improved varie- i 
tics costs more than the common sorts, : 
you will be well repaid In the finer j 
quality of the pods produced. 


MILLET AS A "CATCH CROP. 


Ui»fu| to Follow Another or Replace 


On» That H» Bun Daatroytd. 


When 'a catcu crop bpcomen noccn- 


•ary one of tlio Qrst that U thought of 
Is millet This crop does not huvo 11 
high feeding value, as It Is apparently 
too rich In oil. At the same tliuo It Is 
very useful to follow another crop or 
as a catch crop to replace one that has 
been destroyed. 
It matures quickly 


and, In combination with other feeds, 
has an .undoubted value. 


There are many varieties, and In gen- 


eral these varieties constitute ono of 
the most Important groups of food 
plants, as they are the staple diet of 
about one-third of the world's human 
population. In the old world they are 
grown as cereals, but in America al- 
most entirely as forage. The true mil- 
let Is sometimes called the broom corn 
millet. Another variety is the fox tall 
millet, and still others are the barn- 
yard or Japanese, tho African, the Chi- 
nese, the Indian and pearl or cat tall 
millet Tho fox tall variety Includes 
the German and Hungarian millets, 
which are most commonly grown In 
this state. 


For several years past there seems to 


have been a considerable Increase in 
Interest In millet as a pasture crop in 
western Kansas. When sown for such 
a 
purpose about twice 
the usual 


amount of seed should be used. As it 
Is a heavy feeder and draws upon the 
nitrogen element of the soil It Is said 
to be hard on land. Those soils which 
are best adapted for its growth are 
rich in humus. Swamp lauds or slough 
lands and muck soils which. can be 
drained so as not to be too wet are best 
for this crop, though It may be suc- 
cessfully grown on clay soils which do 
not get too dry. 


Clay soils are not good for millet be- 


cause they lack In humus. The seed 
must not be sown before the ground 
has become warm, as they will either 
fail to germinate or will remain In 
the ground so long that the weeds get 
too great a start If the land is rather 
thin more Seed should be sown. 
It 


can he either broadcasted or drilled, 
but In rich land a smaller quantity of 
seed may be used, as the plants will till 
better.—Kansas Farmer.

OUR BEST APPLE TREE. 


The Frazer of the Walla Walla Valley, 


Wash., Is the World's Champion. 
Experienced growers predict 
that 


the Frazer apple tree, growing in tho 
Walla Walla valley, near Walla Walla. 
Wash., southwest of Spokane, will 
yield between ISO and 200 bushels ot 
fruit this year, thus breaking its rec- 
ord of 120V4 boxes In 1907, the highest 
production from a single tree known 
anywhere in tne -world. The tree bore 
seventy boxes In" 1900. forty-two boxes 
In 1908 and forty-flve boxes In IfiOO 
More than 500 barrels of fruit have 
been picked from Its limbs since it 
came into bearing to the spring of 
1871. 


The tree was grown •without Irriga- 


tion from a seedling planted by Can- 
treljR. Frazer In 1806, two years after 
he settled in the valley. 
It Is forty- 


two feet In height, and Its branches 
spread fifty-seven feet from tip to tip. 


The trunk is seven feet In circumfer- 


ence at the base and measures six. feet 
six: Inches just below the first limb, 
which is four feet-from the ground 
and measures four feet seven Inches. 
The tree is sound and healthy despite 
the fact that It has produced fruit 
every season for nearly forty years. 


Professor W. S. Thoraber, horticul- 


turist of the Washington State college; 
J. A. Balmcr, former state horticul- 
tural commissioner of Washington, 
and U. A, Jones, a practical orchardlst 
of Spokane'-county, described the tree 
as follows:; 


"The frujt is medium to large, round-
